FIRE SURVIVOR 
Scorched Auto 
Runs Just Fine 


Yesterday’s I n d e p e n d e n t - 
Journal described the "destruc­ 
tion” of a 1950 Buick sedan in 
San Rafael’s million-dollar-plus 
fire Monday night. 
I-J staffers did a double take 
when they saw the very same 
car proceeding down Fifth ave­ 
nue yesterday after the fire 
edition hit the streets. 
Said the owner, Gene Wil­ 
liams of 84 Merrydale road. 
"Oh ves, it runs just as well 
as it did before.” 
Williams is a warehouseman 
for 
Johnson 
Furniture 
Co.. 
whose store at 1418 Fourth 
street was destroyed in the 
spectacular blaze. A lter help­ 
ing store owner Richard Gron- 
berg salvage records from the 
doomed 
building. 
Williams 
found it too late to save his 
car. 
A corner -of the Johnson 
warehouse toppled against the 
sedan. 
The right front tire 
burned off. Williams gave up 
and fled. 
When the fire was out and 
some of the rubble had cleared 
away, 
Williams 
returned 
to 
assess the damage to his car. 
The interior was gutted, 
all the windows were out, 


the chrome grille had melted 
away and the paint was sear­ 
ed off. 
Giving the car a closer check. 
Williams 
found 
the 
engine 
blackened by the intense heat 
and smoke. But the spark plugs 
appeared to be in working or­ 
der. A warm air hose to the 
I heater had burned away, but 


i the fan belt was intact. 
Williams 
decided 
to 
see 
whether the engine would start. 
To his astonishment, it did. 
He replaced the burned tire 
and drove the car away, sitting 
behind the wheel on the coil 
springs of what formerly was 
the front seat. 
"The steering wheel was 
like a piece of charcoal in 
my hands,” he said. 
He was even more amazed 
to find the speedometer, radio 
and directional lights in per­ 
fect working order. 
The radiator sprung a leak 
as a result of either a burned 
hose or melted solder, but this 
was a minor matter. 
Insurance? The car had been 
insured for fire dam age— until 
about 10 days ago, when the 
policy lapsed. It had nqt been 
renewed.

Still Holds Record

At 2:10 p.m. on July 2, 1929, 
a Mrs. Curtis (address unreport­ 
ed) telephoned the Mill Valley 
Fire Department that a fire had 
broken out near the fabulous 
Ralston White residence near­ 
by. 


Three days late^ Mill Valley 
totaled up a fire loss which 
chroniclers did not estimate in 
dollars. 
Instead, they counted 
98 homes destroyed. M any 
other were charred, and hun­ 
dreds of stately trees were bad­ 
ly damaged or destroyed. 
COUNTY’S WORST 
Thus, the famous Mill Valley 
fire of 1929, which raced along 
the west side of Blithedale can­ 
yon, ranks without doubt as 
Marin’s most damaging blaze, 
even exceeding that on San 
Rafael’s Fourth street Monday 
night. 


William P. Feeney, who lives 
today at 401 Eldridge avenue, 
says his home was on the edge 
of the blaze as it hopped and 
skipped through the canyon. 
‘The smart ones stayed with 
their homes and doused the 
falling embers with 
garden 
hoses and wet sacks,” he says.

Fenne^ remembers how the 
redwoo^ftrees withstood the 
searing flames although under­ 
brush and bay trees burned 
readily. But the spread of the 
flames 
from 
house to house 
came chiefly from flying em­ 
bers driven by a high north 
wind. 
“Although it was never prov­ 
ed,” Feeney says, “it was gen­ 
erally thought that the f i r e 
started from flying sparks from 
one of the engines used to haul 
the trains running up Mt. Tam- 
alpais.” 
John Imperiale, now a Mill 
Valley police officer, 
recalls 
that at the time he drove a de­ 
livery truck. 
SAW HOME DOOMED 
“We saw that the Hamilton 
home was doomed,” he says. 
(The Hamilton home belonged 
to the mother of William Ham­ 
ilton, present foreman of the 
Marin County grand jury.) 
“Mrs. Hamilton was an in­ 
valid, so with another fellow, 
we went up there and made an 
improvised seat and carried her 
downtown.” 
At the time, Hamilton was 
in th e . Marine Corps and on 
duty in Nicaragua. 
One side of the blaze came 
to what was known as Marsh 
Station on the railroad. “This 
was named for Lucien Marsh, 
who operated an exclusive Jap­ 
anese Tea Garden nearby that 
was patronized by many people 
from San Francisco. 
It was 
completely destroyed,” Imper­ 
iale says. 
The Abbey Hotel, 
nearby, was also flattened. 
The destroyed region cen­ 
tered around the so-railed 
Hogback area.

In spite of the extent of the 
fire, both in time and damage, 
no serious casualties were re 
ported,

cases were recorded.

And when the fearful blaze had 
been 
finally quelled, 
recon­ 
struction was started and ex­ 
tensive talks on fire prevention 
were the order of the day.

U.S. Atomic Material 


Shipped To Russia 


WASHINGTON HP» — T h e 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
disclosed today that for the 
first time it has authorized 
shipment of a small amount of 
radioactive material to Russia 
for cancer research.

material, 
radioactive 
carbon-14, was shipped March 
21 by the Chemesco Corp. of 
New York. It went to the bio­ 
chemical Institute of the Acad­ 
emy of Science at Moscow for 


use in cancer jjesearch. 


Disclosure of the shipment 
was made in the AEC's 22nd 
semi-annual report to Congress. 


It was the first shipment of 
a radiosotope to the Soviet bloc 
in the history of the U.S. atom­ 
ic energy project, It couldn’t 
have happened before Febru­ 
ary, 1956. when procedures for 
export of radioactive materials 
were simplified.

Clarification 


O f Parks Bill 


Status Asked 


Clarification of status of the 
million-dollar fund to expand 
Mt. Tamalpais State Park was 
requested yesterday by Marin 
Assemblyman Richard McCol- 
lister. 
In a letter to Newton B. 
Drury, chief of the state Divi­ 
sion of Beaches and Parks, the 
assemblyman requested an ex­ 
planation of how wording in 
the omnibus parks bill might 
affect the Tamalpais appropri­ 
ation. 
The wording declared the ap­ 
propriation would not be ef­ 
fective until the current five- 
year program of beaches and 
parks is completed. Such delay 
might cause loss of the prop­ 
erty to be acquired, he said. 
McCollister asked Drury for 
“your version” of this situation 
and offered to introduce “a 
new bill eliminating any delay­ 
ing language.” 
He also asked Drury’s co­ 
opération in asking the gov­ 
ernor to give this subject to 
the next March session of the 
Legislature on the special ses­ 
sion agenda. 


A sawmill, approved for San 
Geronimo V’alley two weeks 
ago, was turned down yest|r* 
day by the county board of su­ 
pervisors. which decided the 
permit it issued was not quite 
legal. 


The supervisors asked the 
sawmill applicant. L. A. Wal­ 
lace. to submit another appli­ 
cation and start all over again. 
Wallace wants to operate a saw­ 
mill on the Bunt ranch in San 
Geronimo Valley. 


County Counsel Leland H. 
Jordan ruled that under coun­ 
ty ordinance, the planning com­ 
mission must study the appli­ 
cation and present its findings 
in writing to the supervisors. 
The planners approved the per­ 
mit but did not send in written 
findings. On that score, Jordan 
said he felt the sawmill permit 
was not legal. 
The supervisors also received 
a barrage of protests from resi­ 
dents of San Geronimo, who 
protested the proposed sawmill 
on grounds that it would create 
a smoke nuisance and fire 
hazard. 
Attorney Bryan McCarthy, 
representing 22 property own­ 
ers, charged that a sawmill in 
the midst of a heavily forested 
and steep canyon would make 
entire West Marin vulnerable 
to a serious fire. “It’s just like 
a time bomb; you never know 
when it’s going to go off. You 
may lose everything west of 
White’s Hill,” he declared.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Fire's Horror Past; Ruins 
Remain As A Challenge 


San Rafael’s big fire— like every 
other happening that we have observed 
— had both good and bad results. 
For some it was a night of terror. 
Little children and aged persons were 
driven from their homes, escaping with 
only what they had on their backs. That 
was a personal experience that none of 
them will ever forget. 
Altogether the occupants of perhaps 
two dozen apartments were le^t without 
a roof over their heads. 
As we counted it, 18 businessmen 
were put out of business between closing 
time Monday night and opening time 
Tuesday morning. Many of them will 
be fortunate enough to make a business 
come-back. Some of them will not. 
We cannot guess how many people 
were thrown out of work when their 
places of employment were burned out 
Monday night. But for each of them, 
life’s outlook on Tuesday morning was 
a far cry from quitting time Monday 
evening. 
The actual fighting of the fire— like 
all periods of stress that test men’s met­ 
tle— brought out the best and the worst 
in men. 
There were those anxious-to-help peo­ 
ple who forgot personal safety and com­ 
fort to launch all-out into the task of 
helping fellowmen in need of help. 
Then there were the few who pulled 


such stunts as strong-arming a young 
woman who didn't respond as rapidly 
to their commands as the badge-wearers 
thought she should. 
But the lasting effects of the fire will 
not all be bad. 
The town got rid of one section of dan­ 
gerous, ancient buildings that could bet­ 
ter have been replaced long ago. The 
cost of the fire, being mostly monetary, 
was much less than it could have been. 
It could have come at a later hour, trap­ 
ping many sleepers in their rooms. The 
death toll could have been frightful. In­ 
stead, we escaped without a single re­ 
ported major injury. 
“What this town needs is a good fire.” 
We were reminded by Chamber of 
Commerce Manager Dick Shirley Tues­ 
day morning how many times we have 
heard that statement made. 
Now that we’ve had the fire and we 
have an area in the business district 
cleared of its ancient buildings, we have 
— Shirley points out— a challenge: 
Can the cleared area now be devel­ 
oped into something outstanding? 
It certainly ought to be. 
What is now done with the area can be 
a strong influence on the future welfare 
of San Rafael. 
Whether the influence is for good or 
bad depends on how the challenge is 
met.

Japanese feeling toward the 
United States has taken a de­ 
cided turn for the better. 
At the same time, there is 
growing resentm ent against 
Soviet Russia. 
The biggest development in 
Japanese-American 
relations 
was the decision of the Unit­ 
ed States to let a Japanese 
court try American airman 
William S. Girard for killing 
a Japanese woman. 
This was a m atter of na­ 
tional pride. Before the final 
decision 
came, 
there 
was 
heated talk that the United 
States was trying to tram ple 
on Japanese rights. 


BUT THERE HAS been an­ 
other development resulting 
from the United States deci­ 
sion to withdraw American 
combat troops from Japan. 
The “Yankee Go Home” 
slogan was long popular with 
a lot of Japanese people. 
Now, people in Japan are 
talking about the millions of 
dollars which the G.I.’s pour 
into Japanese economy. 
It has begun to occur to

them also that the withdraw­ 
al of the troops jeopardizes 
the jobs of a lot of Japanese 
people. 


Since the troop withdrawal

Another 7,000 
are expected to lose their 
jobs by the end of September. 


About 127,000 Japanese are 
still employed by the Ameri­ 
can forces. Of these, about 
70.000 work for the ground 
forces which are to be with­ 
drawn. 
Provincial and city authori­ 
ties face the loss of the vari­ 
ous payments made by the 
United States forces for the 
use of 
firing ranges, drill 
grounds and other military 
establishments. 


RESENTMENT toward Rus­ 
sia is growing largely be­ 
cause of the refusal of the 
Soviet government to enter 
into a fishing agreement. 
Fishing is a basic part of 
the Japanese economy. Nego­ 
tiations for a treaty which 
would perm it Japanese fish­ 
ing vessels to operate in wa­ 
ters off the Siberian coast 
have been stalled again and 
again. 
To 
make 
the 
situation 
worse, Russia has just an­ 
nounced that an area of more 
than 6,000 miles off the naval 
base of Vladivostok has been 
closed to foreign ships and 
planes. 


IT APPEARS that the de­ 
cree really was intended to 
exclude Japanese fishing ves­ 
sels from an exceedingly val­ 
uable fishing grounds. 
Japanese people never for­ 
get, either, that Russia still 
refuses to account for thou­ 
sands of prisoners who are

A CORNY TWIST

WESTERN BARBECUED 
SPARERIBS 
4 cups chopped onion 
( 4 large) 
1 clove garlic, chopped fine 
1 cup chopped green pepper 
(1 large) 
4 cup chopped celery 


1 cup tomato juice 
1 cup water 
1 cup red wine vinegar 
4 cup catsup 
14 cup butter or margarine 
1 teaspoon salt 
hi cup Worcestershire 
sauce 
4 pounds spare ribs, cut in­ 
to serving size slices. 


¿METHOD: Combine all ingre­ 
dients except spareribs. Sim­ 
mer for 20 minutes; pour into 
a container to use when barbe­ 
cuing spareribs. Wipe spare­ 
ribs with a damp cloth; place 
rounded side down on broiler! 
over glowing coals; broil on 
both sides, turning occasion­ 
ally. 


As the rib« broil, brush with 
barbecue sauce, using brush or 
swab, made by wrapping a 
clean cloth around the end of 
long stick. 
Baste frequently 
turning meat until well brown­ 
ed and done. Allow 43 to 60 
minutes. Serve remaining sauce 
piping hot in bowl. SERVES 6.

6-8 slices bacon 
hi pound ham, cubed 
2 medium size onions,

chopped 
2 tablespoons flour 
1 cup red wine 
1 can consomme (10-44 oi ) 
4 teaspoon salt 
Mi teaspoon pepper 
4 cans baked beans, vegetar­ 
ian style 


METHOD: Cook bacon until 
half done. Remove from pan 
and brown ham in fat. Remove 
ham and slice onions injo pan, 
cooking until they turn yellow. 


Sprinkle flour over onion 


and add wine antf consomme. 
Cook until bubbly, adding salt, 
pepper,« and beans. 


Pour into a large casserole 
and cover all over with parti­ 
ally cooked bacon strips.

In his exotic collection are 
recipes he obtained with the 
cooperation of friends from 
Syria, Arabia, China, the Philip­ 
pines, India and Turkey. He 
spent many hours translating 
those from Turkey with the' 
help of an exchange student. 
His favorite cook book Is 
“Recipes of Many Nations” by 
the Countess Morphy.

doing primitive wood carvings. 
This being the height o f the 


barbecue season, we want to 
give you his very simple beer 
and butter basting sauce recipe 
for chicken, which, according 
to reports, is dee-Iicious. 
As for equipment, he uses 
just a grill of rocks and bay, 
oak or maple woods—which 
“burn to a good bed of coals.” 
'He has a fancy cast iron bar­ 
becue that was a gift—and it 
just stands rusting among the 
trees.) 


BEER AND BI TTER 
BASTING SAUCE FOR 
CHICKEN 
1 cup melted butter 
4 bottle beer (flat) 
Mix together. Swab chicken 
as it barbecues and sprinkle 
with salt, pepper, thyme and 
sweet basil. 
Now the winning recipe for: 


CHICKEN SALAD 
ORIENTALS 
Basic sauce: 
4 cup gm 
4 cup soy sauce 
2 chunks preserve^! ginger 
root 
3 tbsp. sugar. 
Combine these ingredients 
in a bowl.

2 fresh bay leaves.

Death Ends 
Fabulous 
Career 


Alfred C. Blumenthal, a na­ 
tive of San Rafael who made 
good as the ‘‘wonder boy’T of 
the Los Angeles real estate 
world, is dead at 70. 
Blumenthal, famed for the 
frequency of his multi-million- 
dollar land transactions in the 
post World War I Southern Cal­ 
ifornia 
boom, 
died 
Monday 
night in his suite at the Beverly 
Hills Hotel. 
Member of a pioneer Marin 
County family, Blumenthal was 
a ^graduate of San Rafael High 
School and the University of 
California. 
His fabulous career started 
when, at the age of 13, he took 
a job in San Rafael as a piano 
player. Later he worked in San 
Francisco 
as 
a 
$35-a-month 
clerk for the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. 
Blumenthal went south and 
struck it rich after graduating 
from U.C. At 27, he was presi­ 
dent of a large real estate corp­ 
oration. Five years later he was 
realty chief for Fox Film Corp. 
By the time he was 38 he owned 
a six-and-a-half-m illion-dollar 
Los Angeles office building and 
other valuable properties. 
In 1927 he made headlines 
by 
marrying 
Peggy 
Fears, 
Ziegfield 
Follies 
star. 
They 
were divorced in 1945. 
A fter World War II, Blum­ 
enthal entered the hotel and 
cafe business in Mexico City, 
where he directed the Long- 
champs restaurant chain and 
the Continental Reforma Hotel 
Blumenthal suffered a heart 
attack in January, 1956. After 
his recovery he resumed his 
Los Angeles real estate activi 
ties.

Old Formula 
Aids Missile 
Engineers 


VAN NUYS OF—Mathema­ 
ticians at the Lockheed Missile 
Systems division here recently 
found that formulas of astron­ 
omer Claudius Ptolemy in an­ 
cient Egypt may help modern 
scientists in their conquest of 
space. 
i 
The problem concerned the 
scientists’ need to kteep in 
touch with missiles in flight 
so they can learn how they 
perform and how they can be 
improved. The specific head­ 
ache was the fact that the 
magnetic tape system, 
used 
in recording the radio signals 
from a missile in flight, got 
“jammed.” 
The sound recorded on the 
tape is subject to what engi­ 
neers call “flutter” and “wow” 
—or distortion when played 
back. They sought a mathemat­ 
ical formula which could be 
used to chart a series of vari­ 
ations for an average. 
They tried a formula stem­ 
ming from a technique that. 
Ptolemy had used to try to 
explain the puzzling variations 
of certain planets in relation 
to the stars. It worked. As a 
result, the missile division ex­ 
pects to be able to process 
data much more swiftly and 
accurately. 
Ptolemy, born in Greece, 
practiced astronomy in Alex­ 
andria, Egypt, 
shortly after 
Christ wa3 born. He supposed 
the earth to be a fixed center 
of the universe about which 
Today’s scientists know he was 
the sun and stars revolved.

Present headquar­ 
ters are at Gravelly Point, Va.

LOS ANGELES OB — Zoolo-1 
gist Raymond Cowles has taken 
up the defense of such critters 
as desert scorpions, black wid-1 
ow spiders, trap-door spiders 
and tarantulas. 
Cowles said their bites may 
be painful but are not gravely 
dangerouc to adult human be­ 
ings, except in cases of special 
allergies. The sting of the large 
desert scorpion may be less 
severe to some persons than 
that of a bee, Cowles added. 
He pointed out that the sting 
of the Durango scorpion, found 
in southern Arizona and south 
into Mexico, has caused numer­ 
ous deaths. 
The bite of the black widow, 
while excruciatingly painful, is 
seldom fatal, Cowles noted, 
and the fearsome looking tar­ 
antula is probably the most 
over-rated villain of all.

Czech national film im­ 
port officials said they are 
hopeful it will be followed by 
about eight others this year. 
U.S. productions already ap­ 
proved by the film import com­ 
mission and now subject to 
purchase negotiations include 
“Marty,” “Trapeze,” “Roman 
Holiday,” “Picnic,” 
“East of 
Eden” and 
“20,000 
Leagues 
Under The Sea.” 
Officials here predict Czech 
fans will soon have a new film 
idol after the first showing of 
Trapeze. Up to now, they have­ 
n’t kno wn Gina Lollobrigida, 
bosomy Italian star of the film. 
“We are not so much inter­ 
ested in bosoms,” Dr. Emil Po- 
lak, director of the Czech Na- 


tional Film Import Agency, 
said. “But she is a great actress 
and I am sure she will become 
very popular. 
So 
will 
Burt 
Lancaster and Tony Curtis, her 
co-stars.” 


“For us the import of films 
is not a political question but 
a financial one,” Polak said. 
“This will limit the import of 
American films because the 
prices demanded for them are 
much higher than for Euro­ 
pean ones with the same artis­ 
tic level.*’ 


Russia, of course, remains 
the biggest film exporter to 
Czechoslovakia. There will be 
30 Russian movies shown in 
Czechoslovakia for the first 
time this year along with a less­ 
er number from Poland, East 
Germany, Red China and other 
East Bloc countries. 
The number of Western pre­ 
mieres will increase from 35 
last year to probably more 
than 50 in 1957.

Travel and Holidays Assn. an­ 
nounced that Britain’s tourist 
industry broke all records in 
1956. 


It estimated that about 1,* 
100,000 overseas visitors came 
to the country last year. Earn­ 
ings from this traffic, includ­ 
ing fare payments to British 
shipping and air lines, are esti­ 
mated to have amounted to 174 
million pounds ($487,200,000). 
Visitors 
from

States numbered about 275,000 
and their expenditures, includ­ 
ing fare payments, totaled 48 


million pounds ($134,400,000). 
In 1956, Britain welcomed 
about 570.000 visitors from Eu­ 
rope. 58,000 from Canada, 160- 
000 from other Commonwealth 
countries, and 37.000 from the 
rest of the world. 
These figures, which are pro­ 
visional, represent a large in­ 
crease over the 1955 totals. In 
11955. Britain attracted 1.037,- 
000 visitors, about 250.000 of 
whom came from America and 
53.000 from Canada.

Joseph Forestiere, an older 
brother, added a huge ball-1 
room to the structure after it 
was opened to the public and 
is planning construction of a 
fish pond which tourists may 
view both from above and be­ 
low.

“ Every practicing veterinar­ 
ian has noted that dogs are 
sufficiently intelligent to ap­ 
preciate treatment which eases 
their pain and contributes to 
their comfort.” 
Dogs will even remember 


where a vet lives, he said, and 
sometimes travel 
great 
dis­ 
tances on their own when they 
feel a need for treatment. He 
said a fox terrier he had once 
treated returned to him much 
later with an arrow wound. 
Anxiety, worrying about his 
surroundings, 
or 
even 
fire­ 
crackers on the Fourth of July 
can make a dog lose his appe­ 
tite or become physically sick, 
La Croix said. But he thinks 
the new trend toward animal 
“psychiatry” is “silly.” 


Basic psychological 
princi­ 
pals are often employed in 
treatment of animals, he said, 
but “ this business of-trying to 
determine the cause of the dis­ 
turbance is screwball.” 
“You can’t put a dog on a 
couch, ask him questions, and 
take notes on his answers,” he 
said. 
La Croix became a veteri­ 
narian in r906, when few prac­ 
titioners treated dogs and cats, 
and was one of the first to rec­ 
ognize the need for small ani­ 
mal practice. 
He was recently presented 
with the Mark L. Morris Ani­ 
mal Foundation Small Animal 
Award for his work with dogs 
and cats. 
But the doctor, who has been 


a publisher of veterinary book* 
and a zoo consultant as well as 
a practicing vet, believes there 
is nothing like a dog. 
“The cat is a selfish specie* 
without much loyalty,” he said. 
“He generally attaches him­ 
self to a home rather than to 
an individual.”
